DUBLIN: THURSDAY, MARCH 31. 
We are having what M. De Montalembert calls “a 
bath of life in free England.” Indeed, the Reform 
debate is something more than a bath: it is an inun- 
dation. ‘Torrents of rhetoric, of argument, of sar- 
casm and statistics and philosophy are poured out, 
night after night, by the river-gods of Parliament, 
and poor Public Opinion half drowned and knocked 
to pieces with the ebb and flow, the eddying and re- 
gurgitations of the stream, is glad to scramble to any 
bank of earth, squeeze the mud out of his eyes, 
and, drawing a long breath, abide patiently the sub- 
siding of the storm. 

Apres le Deluge, moi, is Lord John Russell's ver- 
sion of the apophthegm. And, without doubt, had the 
noble lord not been in power several times before, his 
chances of offices now would be extremely promising, 
Victor in a grand Parliamentary battle, champion of 
popular rights, decked with civic crowns by the rescued 
forty-shilling freeholders, what might he not now 
aspire to if he had but the advantage of—novelty ? 
As it is, the country takes his triumph very coolly ; 
even Liberals have an apathetic look; they will not 
listen to the charmer, charm he never so wisely. Per- 
verse beings that they are, they prefer Reform to 
the author of Reform. They say—“ We could have 
got what we pleased from the Conservatives, but now 
we must take what the Whigs are pleased to give us. 
We were offered the reduction of the county franchise 
to one-fifth of its present amount. As to the borough 
franchise, we could have knocked a swinging per- 
centage off that too. The Cabinet would never have 
stood out for that rubbish of ‘uniform franchises.’ 


Then we. were offered a most ingenious voting ma- 
| chinery, which would have inevitably dissolved into 


the Ballot. As to the disfranchisement of the small 
boroughs, we were not, indeed; promised that. How 
could Lord Derby, short of hands as he is to work 
the ship, promise us to throw forty or fifty of his 
crew overboard? No more could Lord John Rus- 
sell. Yet, promised or not, the small boroughs were 
doomed all the same; and whatever else we had 
asked, in reason, we should have got had not Lord 
John wilfully spoiled the game.” 

In truth we think that the Conservatives, as well 
as the Liberals, have been badly used. A party 
ceases to be a party if it always declings office. The 
Conservatives were bound to take the reins last year, 
or else to lose all weight and character even as an 
Opposition. Once in power, Lord Derby had to deal 
with the question of Reform. There was no shut- 
ting his eyes to the necessity of it. There was 
Lord John Russell sending up pilot balloons every 
year or two—little Reform Bills of a tentative char- 
acter. There were Mr. Locke King, and Mr. Ber- 
keley, and Mr. Drummond, and we know not whom 
besides, dividing the House constantly, and getting 
majorities on Reform by retail. There was that Mr. 
Holyoake going about lecturing on “ philosophical 
theories of an unpopular character.” There 
was Mr. Bright exposing the weak points of the 
Constitution to immense and applauding audiences. 
Above all there was the notorious fact that since 
1832 the schoolmaster had been abroad, and the 
working classes had advanced so much in intelligence 
and political knowledge that some of them were quite 
as well qualified to vote as their employers. A 
Reform Bill was therefore inevitable, and Lord Derby 
accordingly undertook it. That he produced a bad 
one may be conceded ; but then it was the best that 
his party would hear of. The framers of the bill 
were certainly prepared to see extensive alterations 
made on it in committee, and if their own supporters 
would have submitted to those, ag was not impro- 
bable, all parties would have been satisfied and the 
government would have acquitted itself of its difficult 
duty. All this, of course, is but saying that Lord Derby 
“took the government with its engagements,” but 
| with what object was the fact put in that offensive way? 
Did Lord Palmerston never take a government with 
its engagements? Did he never take it with a French 
Alliance which dictated peace when he would have pre- 
ferred war ; and forced him to bring in conspiracy bills 
which he could hardly venture to hope that England 
would swallow? We would ask, Which of the two en- 
gagements is more humiliating—that which compels 
Lord Derby to bend to the opinion of the English 
people, or that which induced Lord Palmerston to 
knuckle down to the French Emperor ? 

This question of Reform is the last in the world 
on which Lord Palmerston ought to scoff at the 
Ministry. Considering what sort of a Reform the 
noble lord would like, he must deem himself extremely 
fortunate in getting the work done out of his way, 
and wiser men. But habit is stronger than policy ; 
and all his manifest anxiety to induce Ministers to 


Om the whole Mr. Walpole and Mr. Gladstone 
appear to us to come best out of this debate. Both 
the one and the other have viewed the situation as 
statesmen, and have, we will not say risen, but taken 
their natural level shove the paltriness of party. 
— — ä ofthe 
House on question of Reſorm ; and reprobating 
“the course that had been taken to estrange those 
between whom no real broad or conscientious differ- 
ence existed,” he refused to vote for the resolution, 
and insisted that the defects of the bill, great as they 

com- 


undoubtedly were, would be best 
mittee. 


Gazette—namely, that the Treaties of 1815, which secure 
Lombardy and Venice to the Imperial Crown, as also 
the reversion of Tuscany and Parma, should not be 
called in question. As the French Emperor had pre- 
viously repudiated all intention of questioning these 
rights, there was here an agreement of the Five Powers, 
and nothing remained but to fix a time and place of 
meeting. But the Em Napoleon has since compli- 
cated the question by demanding that Sardinia be 
represented in the Congress. This, of course, alters the 
character of the agreement. That proposed by Russia 
and accepted by Austria was for a meeting of the Five 
Great Powers, the two principals in the dispute being 
controlled by three neutrals. France now demands 
the participation of a State which is neither a great 
Power nor a neutral; and it would be affectation 
to ignore the fact that France, Russia, and Sardinia, all 
three of them Powers actuated by ambition and resent- 
ment against Austria, would be found on all points to 
work together, entirely neutralizing the well-intentioned 
efforts of England Prussia. Where three out of six 
parties are banded together for the furtherance of a 

i scheme it must fhre ill with the others 
who come to discuss and to decide in a spirit of impar- 
tiality. The Emperor Francis Joseph may well be 
excused if he declines to assent to this new proposition. 
Sardinia is not one of the Great Powers, nor can it be 
held to speak in the name of the other Italian States. 
The questions to be settled relate to Rome and Florence 
far more than to Turin, and the Pope is certainly as 
exalted a potentate as King Victor Emmanuel. 

The right principle for forming the Congress is evi- 
dent on the shortest reflection. Either it should repre- 
sent the great powers which make and prevent war, 
and should treat the Italian question as a matter of 
European policy, er. it should comprise these powers, 
together with representatives of all the Italian states. 
It cannot be allowed that one sovereign should pretend 
to speak in the — of the others, when it is known 
that they disapprove his policy and repudiate his lea der- 
ship. e first speech in the Congress will probably be 
an attack on the administration of the Central Italian 
States, and these would be strangely represented 
by the plenipotenti of a Government which 
has been — a desire to raise disaffec- 
tion. and riot within their limits. On the whole, 
we are of the opinion of the Government, as ex- 
pressed by Lord Malmesbury, that, as the subjects about 
to be discussed at the Congress “are intimately con- 
nected with the political and social happiness of the 
Italian people, the States of Italy should one and all 
have an opportunity given to them of ressing an 
opinion, in some way or other, on the subjects which 
will be there discussed. Our object will naturally be 
nof to impose—either upon the question of reform or 
any other point—any condition upon the Italian States 
and people, but to recommend to them what we consider 
for [their own benefit and for the safety of Europe.” 
A Congress debating on these principles may be of real 
service to Europe, and we should be glad to see both 
the Pope and the King of Naples send representatives 
to a meeting where they could be so well instructed. 

On thg future we ought not wantonly to speculate, 
but still it is allowable to see in these events the be- 
ginning of a new period for the Italian Peninsula. To 
Austria the world must look for a reform in the Govern- 
ment of all the States over which her influence extends. 
The Papacy will, of course, always have the support of 
the Roman Catholic Powers, but the miserable Eccle- 
siastical Adminisrration which blights the minds of the 
people, which checks legitimate ambition, and makes 
education and talents a curse to their possessor, must 
give way to a free Government administered mainly by 
laymen. If any advice will have effect on King Ferdinand 
of Naples or his successor it will be that of Austria, 
while the Sovereigns of Tuscany and Parma only await 
a sign from Vienna to sweep away the whole fabric of 
mal-administration which burdens their . dominions. 
There can be no reason why the Italian States should 
not be as well governed as Belgium or Portugal, both 
most orthodox nations, and yet with constitutions 
giving complete individual liberty. As to the union of 
taly, that too may come in time, as it has come in Ger- 
many, by the natural course of events, without any re- 
volutionary change, and if the Italians will confine 
themselves to legitimate objects; and the Governments 
will be prudent and conciliatory, we see no reason to 
doubt that the dangers ¢f the present will soon pass 


away. 


(FROM OUR LONDON CORRESPONDENT.) 

Your new journal, commences its career at a moment 
of no ordinary perplexity, so far as our political world is 
concerned. The state of foreign affairs is, undoubtedly, 
more hopeful than it has been for some months past; 
and the idea begins to prevail that the crisis which so 
recently threatened a general European war is over. 
Let us hope that the present peaceful prospects may not 
prove fallacious, and that the approaching Conferences 
will end in the establishment of concord and security 
throughout Christendom. 

But whatever may be the result abroad, it is beyond 
question that, at home, matters are in a singular position. 
Never, perhaps, were the relations of party so curiously 
deranged. Never was it so difficult to calculate on future 
combinations. The debate on the Government Reform 
Bill must have made manifest already to even the least 
far-seeing politicians that the House of Commons is 
split up into sections more numerous than have ever 
been seen within its walls before; and no foresight can 
discover when or how the various elements can be con- 
solidated into the old constitutional bodies a compact 
Ministerial party, and a firm, united, Opposition. 

To hazard speculation on the subject, in these cir- 
cumstances, would be absurd. I shall, therefore, con- 
fine myself to touching on the less problematical, but 
still doubtful question of the results which may imme- 
diately follow the present reform debate. I think you 
will not find my opinion a mistaken one, which is, that 
the resolution of Lord John will be carried by a ma- 
jority of at least forty, and that Ministers will resign, 
which will, of course, and in accordance with the usual 
etiquette, leave to the noble mover the opportunity of 
forming a Government, should he be able to combine

INDIA AND CHINA.

The last fortnight has produced 
nothing stirring. 

The Calcutta correspondent of the Times gives a de- 
plorable account of the finances of India, and does not 
see how an Indian bankruptcy is to be avoided, as « 
total deficit of £7,000,000 may be anticipated in the 
next few years. For the first time, the Governor- 
Generrl has prepared and published a financial budget. 
The mutiny expenditure in India alone. has been 
48,000,000 in excess of the revenue. A sum of £8,000,000 
is wanted for the present year. For the next two years 
there is no possibiiity of a remittance to England, and as 
the home expenditure is now £5,000,000 a-year, a fur- 
ther sum of £10,000,000 must be raised to meet it; mak- 
ing altogether an addition, by 1861, of £34,000,000 to 
the territorial debt. It is, however, the prospect of a 
permanent deficit which perplexes Indian politicians.

Great indignation is exp throughout Upper 
Canada, in consequence of the determination of the 
Inspector General to force the trade of Western Canada 
through the St. Lawrence, thus compelling merchants 
to purchase goods at Montreal instead of the Atlantic 
ports. It is argued that it would be but fair and just to 
Western Canada to be permitted to enter goods at their 
value in the American ports. This could be done, it is 
alleged, by receiving with the goods the original in- 
voices from the American customs. It is argued, also, 
that the new tariff will be fatal to reciprocity. Few of 
our western merchants will visit New York to lay in 
supplies, knowing that the duty to be levied from them 
by the Provincial Customs’ officer will be twenty per 
cent. in excess of the duty levied at Montreal. This, it 
is feared, will be regarded tantamount to the exaction of 
differential duties to the prejudice of the States, and 
create such a feeling in the Northern States as wiil ren- 
der the maintenance of the treaty all but impossible. 
The weather during the past week has been quite 
delightful—more like that of May than March. I am 
happy to tell you that the fall wheat is said to be look- 
ing remarkably well throughout the country, and if 
nothing extraordinary occur to damage it, we may ex- 
pect a good crop.

It is even asserted that 
Garibaldi has officially entered the Piedmontese service, 
and has taken the oath of fidelity to the King of Sar- 
dinia. This may be called planting the revolutionary 
on the steps of the throne. When arrived at that 
point it is difficult to withdraw. The news of a Con- 
gress which is to solve the political affairs of I:aly 
cannot fail, under these circumstances, to inflame 
the revolutionary party and hasten the catas- 
trophe. Sardinia is, moreover, excluded from the 
Congress, and it may be deemed certain that the pros- 
pects ofa favourable issue of that meeting will only 
serve to increase the military and revolutionary actition 
of Piedmont. The Congress of the five great Powers 
would depend therefore, on Garabaldi, and on the will 
of a leader of a free corps. It is only when the incen- 
diary fire lighted up by Count de Cavour in Italy shall 
be extinguished that we can expect anything from the 
deliberations of the great Powers. So long as that man 
shall be at the head of an Italian government, all that 
may be done will be vain. His dismissal from officewould 
be the first step towards bringing about an understanding; 
and the next would be for Sardinia to cease her warlike 
preparations and repair her revolutionary faults. When 
that shall have been done, a Congress may deliberate in 
peace. Austria, whose policy in Italy has never ‘been 
secret, will not hesitate to give explanations if political re- 
resentations be made to her. 77 The petty states of 
taly need support, like all petty states in the world ; 
when that support fails, that situation becomes like 
that of the states of America. The position of 
Austria requires that she should offer to those 
petty states the support they need. What the 
Germanic Confederation does for the petty German 
States, the special treaties with Austria have assured 
to the petty Italian States. It is thus that Portugal 
rests for supports on England, without any objection 
being ever made. Can any better plan be suggested? 
If so, let it be brought forward. any Power can 
bring forward propositions by which the Italian Princes 
can consolidate their authority at home, Austria will not 
refuse to support such suggestions; but, during the de- 
liberations consequent on bringing them fo Europe 
ought not to be seated on a barrel on gunpowder, which: 
: spark from the cigar of an adventurer could set 
re to.” 

The Ost. Deutsche Post, in an article in which it paints 
the future in gloomy colours, says:—‘“ As, according to 
all appearances, many a day will pass before the powers 
shall be united in the Congress, we intend to abstain for 
some time from publishing the reflections with which 
this diplomatic experiment inspires us.“ 

The Prussian press still endeavours to show that 
Germany is in no wise concerned in the Italian ques- 
tion, which, it declares, does not affect German inte- 
rests.

its Governor—it seemed as if the Austrians were on the 
eve of being ignominiously lied from the Peninsula. 
In that terrible crisis of the Empire, when the central 
authority at Vienna was completely paralysed—when 
the principal cities of the Austrian dominions were the 
scenes of terrible conflicts—when the traditional loyalty 
of the army seemed to be completely broken—Ra- 
detsky, through his energy and courage, saved the 
Empire. Brilliant successes in the field reassured 
the wavering allegiance of the troops, recovered for 
the Emperor his Italian provinces, and placed at 
his m ' the kingdom of Sardinia. 'The moral effect 
of the I victories gave the government at Vienna 
strength to combat and overcome the spirit of insurrec- 
tion in other provinces. Nut for Radetsky’s seasonable 
tri hs it would have fared ill not only with the poli- 
tical influence, but Eo with the existence of the 
Austrian Empire. It is not easy to overrate the value 
of such services. It is, therefore, not surprising that 
every honour should have been heaped upon the General 
who had done such good service to his country in her 
utmost need, and that the name of Radetsky lives in the 
afféctionate remembrance of the Austrian Court and of 
the armies whom he had so often led to victory. But 
even to those who have no such reasons for gratitude or 
sympathy, the biography of such a man cannot fail to 
be interesting. Radetsky was a man who owed little to 
the adventitious advantages of birth or station. In his 
campaigns he was not the spoiled child of fortune. He 
was distinguished rather by simplicity of character and 
solidity of intellect than by those brilliant qualities which 
have made some great military leaders at once the idols 
of their soldiers, and the curse of mankind. His career 
deserves to be studied, not only from the interest which 
attaches to the great events in which he bore so distin- 
guished a part, but because it illustrates in a remark- 
able degree some of the noblest features of the German 
military character. 
“Radetsky was descended from an ancient Hungarian 
family which migrated into Bohemia in the thirteenth 
century, Early in the following century the family was 
ennobled by royal patent, and soon became allied with 
the principal houses of the old Bohemian noblesse. The 
Field-Marshal was born in November, 1766. Early in 
life he displayed a strong disposition for the military pro- 
fession ; and when 2 as @ pupil in the Theresianum 
College he was no les. distinguished for his excellence in 
all manly exercises than for his devotion to the studies 
of the military profession. In 1784 he entered the army 
as a cadet, in a regiment of Curiassiers. In 1786 he 
became a commissioned officer, and in the following year 
was made a lieutenant. On the breaking out of the 
Turkish war, he was ordered with his regiment to the 
Lower Danube, and took part in three campaigns, gene- 
rally acting as acting officer to Field-Marshal Count Lacy. 
The latter was one of the most accomplished and scientific 
— of the Austrian army. He belonged to the school 
of generals which had been formed in the campaigns of 
the Seven Years’ War ; and a young officer enthusiasti- 
‘cally devoted to his profession could hardly have had 
more favourable opportunities, and could not have 
studied under a better master. When peace was made 
with Turkey, Radetsky returned to his regiment, and 
during the interval which preceded the war with France 
addicted himself with great industry to the study of every 
branch of military science. Indeed it may be said with 
justice that he was a student throughout his whole 
career. No _ regimental officer could havé been 
a more daring leader, or have performed more 
dashing exploits when the occasion admitted of 
them ; but he was always a scientific officer, and when- 
ever he could find time, employed himself in the study 
of tactics and military organization. It was to this rare 
combination of qualities that he owed his rapid advance- 
ment to important commands. The soldiers knew him 
to be a bold and determined leader, and the Austrian 
Government felt that he might be safely entrusted with 
the conduct-of important and difficult operations. 


On the breaking out of the French war, Radetsky was 
ordered to the Netherlands, and placed himself on the 
staff of Baron Beaulieu, who, with a ggnsiderable body of 
troops under his command, was enfrusted with the de- 
fence of the Luxembourg frontier. In the action at Arlon, 
Radetsky distinguished himself, and again when the Aus- 
trian army was attempting to relieve Charleroi, he gave 
proofs of his intelligence and intrepidity in swimming 
the Sambre at midnight, and bringing back a report of 
the fate of that fortress. This exploit of his early youth 
was carefully remembered in the Austrian army, and in 
his later years he used at times to refer to it with a grim 
smile at the prowess of his youth. Shortly after this he 
was wounded in action, and, after seven years passed in 
the army, was gazetted a captain ‘for distinguished ser- 
vices.’ ‘Towards the end of 1794, all the fortresses on 
the left bank of the Rhine, with the exception of Luxem- 
bourg, were in the hands of the enemy. The English 
army under the Duke of York had re-embarked, and 
the active operations of the Austrians were carried on 
in a different quarter. In the campaign of the fol- 
lowing year, Radetsky served under Count Clerfavt 
on the Rhine, and was appointed to lead one of 
the storming columns in the attack on the works at 
Mainz, where he was slightly wounded. The next 

ear he was again called upon by his old cominander, 
— Beaulieu, and joined the head-quarters at Pavia 
in February, 1796. In that disastrous campaign, the 
Sardinian allies of Austria yielded almost without a 
struggle; their King negotiated with the invaders ; 
and, within a fortnight from the opening of the cam- 
paign, the Austrians were forced to assume a defensive 
attitude. Their positions. were badly selected, their 
numbers weak, the General incapacitated by illness, and 
his place filled by Melas. The Austrians were signally 
defeated, and ulieu was only saved from being made 
prisener by the personal exertions of Radetsky, who to 
the last did his utmost to rally the troops, and only 
escaped himself by swim the Mincio op horseback. 
The last official act of Beaulieu was to recommend for 
‘promotion his distinguished staff-officer. 
“Radetsky now became major in a newly-raised pioneer 
, and rendered valuable services in the memorable 


lá ce of Mantua. It was on this occasion that he 


became uainted with General Graham, afterwards 
Lord , who was at that time attached as English 
Commissioner to Marshal Wurmser’s head quarters. 
The young Austrian officer contracted a warm fr I 
with him, which lasted without interrupt ion till the deat 

of the latter. When Mantua surrendered after the failure 
of Alvinzi’s attempt to relieve it, Radetsky and his bat- 
talion were among the number of those who were per- 
mitted, by the terms of the capitulation, to withdraw, 
on the condition of not serving against France for three 
months. In the latter part "the year he was again 
employed with his pioneer corps in constructing works 
on Austro-Italian frontier. He did not remain idle

“ When war broke out again in 1805, Radetsky was 
made a Major-General, with the commandjof a force 
of some five thousand men in Italy: ‘By this time he 
had acquired a European reputation, and the Austrian 
Cabinet was solicited, first by the English Government, 
to send him with division to take part in ajdescent on 
France, and subsequently by the Russian Government, 
who were anxious to secure his services ag Austrian 
Commissioner at the head-quarters of Kutusow. He 
was himself greatly averse to undertaking any such 
employment. His ambition was to lead his division in 
the field; but he only arrived in Italy to tnke part in 
the retreat of the Austrian armies from Italy, the ins- 
vitable consequence of the defeat of Austerlitz. The 
peace of Presburg followed, and the Government again, 
notwithstanding its losses, set to work to prepare for a 
future contest. Much was to be done for the re-organi- 
zation of the army. Recourse was had to the/knowledge | 
and experience of Radetsky, by whose effortd numerous 
improvements were introduced into the military system 
of Austria. When Count Stadion declared War in 1809, 
Radetsky’s services were of course put in fequisition; | 
but if. seems somewhat surprising that a ¢ommander 
of such approved merit, with the experience of 
so many campaigns, and with the energy of character 
recognised by all who came in contact with him, should 
not have held a higher command than that which was 
assigned to him. In the fiercely-contested campaign that 
followed, he was constantly distinguished. | After the 
disastrous battle of Wagram he rendered invaluable ser- 
vices at the head of a strong division. Hejhad shown 
himself as great in disaster as in victory; and was 
henceforth marked out as one of the men under whom 
Austria was again to gather up her forces [for a final 
effort to overthrow the domination of Napoleon and 
restore her own political independence.“

Great FIRE AND Loss or Lire.—The extensive pre- 
mises known as Bury-lane Mill, immediately adjoining 
the London and North Western station at Bury-lane, 
and situate about two miles from Leigh, have been to 
a great extent destroyed by a conflagration, which broke 
out at a quarter-past eleven o’clock on Friday night. 
By one o’clock on Saturday morning it was evident that 
further exertions could only be applied to saving the 
weaving shed, in which were 350 power-looms. About 
a quarter-past two the fire engine of Messrs. Jones 
Brothers reached the spot and worked for three hours, 
and by its means the efforts directed to the safety of the 
weaving shed were successful. The property of the 
firm which has been destroyed by this unfortunate oc- 
currence has been variously estimated at from 50,000/. 
to 100,0007. Messrs. Gill are ensured to a large amount. 
This catastrophe reached its climax about five o’clock in 
the morning, when three men were killed instantly by 
the falling of a wall, and a fourth received such injuries 
that he lies in a perfectly hopeless state.— Manchester 
Examiner.

CHURCH RATES AND THE KEFORM DEBATE. 

In reply to a question from Mr. NEwDEGATE, 

Sir J. TRELAWNY said, if the House did not go 
into committee on the Church-rates question, he would 
bring the subject on at the earliest day he could get 
(hear, hear). 

Mr. NEWDEGATE inquired of the Chancellor of the 
Exchequer what day he. could conveniently name for 
going into committee on this bill? 

The CHANCELLOR of the EXCHEQUER said it 
was very desirable shat they sholud come to an under- 
standing as to the termination of the debate upon the 
Representation of the People Bill. He felt a great re- 
sponsibility inrefusing the legitimate claims of inembers 
to address the house upon such an importaut subject; 
but if it met with the concurrence of the house, he 
would sug@est that the debate should be adjourned again 
that evening on the understanding that they should 
come to a division on Thursday. 

This suggestion was received with cheers from all 
parts of the house. 

THE REFORM BILL. 
The adjourned debate was resumed by 

Mr. GLADSTONE, who said,—It appears to me, Sir, 
that there are other remarkable features in this debate 
besides the great ability with which it has been con- 
ducted, and among them all 1 know none so remarkable 
as the singular accordance of opinion om both sides of 
the House—I may say, with the exception of official 
speakers, among all those who have spoken—with respect 
to the great question of Parliamentary Keform. I do 
not say that there are no shades of difference upon it, 
but when we compare the opinions of those who are dis- 
posed to give the least with the opinions—at any rate so 
far as they have becn avowed—of those who are disposed 
to give the most, we find they lie within such moderate 

- and reasonable limits as to afford, one would hope, the 
very best prospects for an early and satisfactory settle- 
ment of the questiou. (Cheers.) In point of fact, sir, 
I may venture to say that there is no difference percep- 

tible—I do not refer now to the particular features of 
the present bill, but to the general question of reform— 
between the speakers on the two sides of the house; and 
were a member of this house blindfolded during the 
debate, | would almost defy him to say from what quarter 
their addresses respectively had come. It is recorded of 
the oldest traveller whose voyages have come to us that 
he arrived at a place so remote that he lost all power of 
judging of the points of the compass, and the same ob- 
servation is applicable to the present debate on the sub- 
ject of reform, with the single difference that, instead of 
its being at a place immeasurably femote, the point 
where our differences are lost sight of is in the centre of 
the British House of Commons. Again, I could not 
help being struck with what fell from my hon. friend 
the member for Birmingham upon this subject. He se- 
lected, in the course of his speech, one address from those 
which had preceded his own for commendation, and 
three—shall I say for anathema or for censure? The 
speech which he commended was the speech of a county 
member on this side of the house—I mean the honoura- 
ble member for Dorset—a gentleman, I believe, of un- 
suspected orthodoxy in his political creed (hear, hear, 
and a laugh). The speeches which were censured by 
my hon. friend—the speeches.which he said filled him 
with alarm—-were the declarations of three right hon. 
frieuds sitting on the other side of the house. He was 
alarmed at the speech of the right hon. gentleman the 
member for Stroud; he did not say for what particular 
reason, but I concluded because he regarded my right 
hon. friend as a disorderly person upon the present occa- 
sion. (A laugh.) He was alarmed with the speech of 
my right hon. friend the member for South Wilts, be- 
cause I ‘suppose my right hon. friend gently suggested 
in one portion of his excellent address that that cham- 
ber in the mind of my hon. friend the member for Bir- 
mingham which ought to be supplied witha certain reve- 
rence for ancient traditions is less well furnished than all 
the rest of that remarkable structure. (Cheers.) Then 
Sir, the honourable member, still adhering to his own 
side of the house, censured likewise the sagacious letter 
of my right honourable friend the member for Coventry.

I have ventured to 
state to the house the motive on which it appears to me 
our conclusions, with respect to this subject, should be 
grounded, and I ask now what if the position of the Go- 
vernment with respect to this bill and with respect to 
this house. I cannot help thinking that the first cause 
of their embarrassment is, so far as I am able to judge, 
the unfortunate error which they committed in con- 
structing a bill in opposition to the wise advice of two of 
| their most distinguished colleagues, and I believe that 
her Majesty's Government are as well aware as any hon. 
gentleman who may happen to sit in this house, on 
whatever side it may be, that, in,all probability, if 
they had taken the wise advice of those two right hon. 
gentlemen while their councils were still unknown 
to the public, and had presented a bill formed 
on the basis suggested by my right hon. friend 
that bill would have met with general approval. 
For the bill itself the government is responsible, but we 
shall be responsible for what we do with it, and the ques- 
| tion I ask myself is, not whether her Majesty's govern- 
| ment have proceeded in every point as far as one could 
have desired, but in what manner, in order to meet the 
embarassment which has been created, should we pact. 
It has been frankly admitted by the noble lord the mem- 
ber for Tiverton that her Majesty’s government, as an 
existing government, have some claims on the House of 
Commons in astate of things in which it is not very 
clear who, if they are displaced, are to succeed them. It 
is further quite evident thst her Majesty’s government 
possesses some facilities for the settlement of this ques- 
tion which no other government can possess, and it is 
possible that unless her Majesty’s government had been 
in office we should not have had that remarkable ac- 
cordance of opinion on the subject of reform which at 
present exists (loud cheers). Ido not mean of course to 
say that gentlemen have spoken otherwise than accord- 
ing to their conscientious opinions, but the fact of the 
Conservative party having their own political friends in 
office has undoubtedly tended to facilitate the settlement 
of this great question (cheers). I think, however, that 
the claims of her Majesty's government oan be carried 
one point further. Having a Reform Bill now before the 
house, and the second reading of the bill being proposed, 
they have a claim on those members of the house—and 
I am one—who have been a party to the numerous mis- 
carriages and disappointmeris which have occurred, to 
do nothing beyond what is absolutely necessary to in- 
tercept the progress of the bill (cheers). I confess it 
appears to me that although the feeling of the 
people of this country with respect to the pro- 


ceedings of the House of Commons is eminently 
satisfactory, they feel, as the hon. member for 
Birmingham so well said, confidence in the autho- 
rities and the institutions of the country, especially in 
theit representative assembly. Yet I doubt whether 
any part of that credit and confidence is due to the man- 
ner in which of late years we have treated the subject of 
Parliamentary reform (cheers). ‘There is not one word 
of blame attributable to anybody on this account; and á 
there was, I certainly could not myself escape, seeing” 
that I was a colleague of the noble lord during these 
transactions. But let us look at this point in the aspect 
which it must present to the minds of a criticising pub- 
lic. In 1851 my noble friend, then the First Minister 
of the Crown, approaches the question of Parliamentary 
reform and commences with a promise twelve months 
hence; in 1852 he brings in a bill, and that bill disappears, 
together with the Ministry (a laugh). In 1853 comes 
in the Ministry of Lord Aberdeen, and the Minis- 
try of Lord Aberdeen commences with a promise 
The year 1854 arrives, and with it arrives a bill, but 
also with it arrives a war, and with the war a reason, 
and a good reason, for abandoning the bill. ‘Then comes 
the government of my noble friend the member for Ti- 
verton, not less unfortunate in the cireumstances which 
prevented the fulfilment of those pledges which he made 
to the people from the mouth of the Sovereign on the 
Throne. My noble friend, in 1855, escaped all the 
responsibility of a reform bill, on account of the war ; 
and in 1856 he escaped all responsibility of the reform 
bill on account of the peace (loud laughter). In 1857 he 
escaped the inconvenient responsibility by a dissolution 
of parliament ; and jn 1858 he escaped again by a disso- 
lution of his government (loud-laughter and cheers). 
Now, if you view any of these circumstances alone they 
may be good reasons why parliament has not dealt with 
the question of reform ; but I put it to the impartial con- 
sideration of the house whether, if there be any people 
out of doors who think the house is reluctant or insincere 
with respect to the question of reform, whether a series 
of events like that tends to strengthen such misgivings, 
or should induce us to interpose any obstacles except 
those which necessity imperatively require to the pro- 
gress of any bill, which, at all events, corresponds with 
the promise of the Sovereign on the Throne, in the 
general terms in which it was conveyed, and which is 
presented to us in such a form as to afford us grounds 
for hoping for the completion of the measure. I confess, 
both as regards the impression made out of doors, and as 
regards the appeal to the members of former governments 
to assist as far as in their power the progress of a reform 
bill introduced by the present ministers, this is a topic 
which ought to have considerable weight. Then it must 
be remembered that this is a resolution which has been 
supported by many gentlemen, including my right hon. 
friend the member for Wiltshire, as being not an un- 
usually severe and stringent method of interference with 
the course of the bill, but that, on the contrary, it is an 
essentially milder measure than rejecting the bill on the 
second reading. But when we are administering a 
measure of mildness, and especially when it is almost 
entirely novel, it is of some importance to consider in 


what manner it will be received by the patien t(laughter). 
And in this case the patient is so reluctant and refrac- 
tory, that instead of accepting the recommendation of 
my noble friend the member for Tiverton, instead of ac- 
quiescing in the view that this is a gentle specific admi- 
nistered in order that the house should 


lution be passed their bill cannot proceed; so that the 
question comes to this, whether on the whole we think 
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for one of this class of boroughs; every one of them 
might, if he had chosen, after giving proof of his abili- 
ties, have sat forany of the open constituencies of the 
country, and many of them did so. Mr. Pelham after- 


wards sat for Sussex; Lord Chatham, I believe, never sat 
to the 


representation of his University, he i 
a seat first at Westbury and afterwards at Tamworth for 
which he sat during the remainder of his life, both of 
these being small boroughs. Mr. Canning resigned the 
representation of Liverpool from motives of private 
convenience, and he, too, was brought in at once as the 
representative of a small borough. What does this 
show ? It shows that these small boroughs are the 
nursery grounds in which the men are reared who after- 
wards govern this country, and who constitute the 
strength of England at home and her ornament abroad, 
and who, when they have once had the opportunity of 
giving proofs of their powers, have shown themselves 
the friends of the people (loud cheers). But it cannot 
be denied that, whatever other advantages attended 
parliamentary reform, and the great extension of the 
legislative system, we have very materially narrowed 
the means of ingress to the House of Commons for the 
class to which I have alluded, and there are few 
persons who, under the present system, find their way 
into the house at the age of twenty-one or twenty-two. 
The cases of Chatham, Fox, Pitt, and Peel carry a 
moral with them. You cannot expect large consti- 
tuences to return boys : but if you want a succession of 
distinguished men, you should give an opportunity for 
their early introduction into parliament (cheers). Are 
the names of the distinguished men I have quoted those 
of statesmen who were ehemies to popular rights? On 
the contrary, it has in great part through that suc- 
cession of distinguished statesmen, that bg the influence 
that they have exercised over our public irs, that we 
owe, in a great degree, the extension of popular liberties, 
and the durable nature of these liberties (cheers). I know 
that some persons regard the system to which I have 
adverted as an antiquaated system; but it should be 
remembered that there are many things old that arg 
also good. Being called on to consider a question 
which involves, as my noble friend has so well stated, 
not only our own condition, but the condition of our 
children and our latest posterity, I wish to ask honour- 
able gentlemen how the benches of this house are to be 
filled—how all the diversified opinions and influences that 
exist in the nation are to find their expression within 
this sacred precint of the constitution—if we shut up a 
great avenue through which it has been derived? Let us 
beware that we do not proceed by rash and unwise mea- 
sures to cut off the only class of constituencies through 
the avenues of which, if we expect the sons and heirs of 
great families, the power and vigour of the nation have 
usually been introduced in such a way as to be available 
I cannot conceive how 
the position of the noble lord will be improved, or how 
his views will be near their..completion on the morning 
after he shall have achieved his triumph and listened to 
the cheers with which the resolution will be carried. My 
noble friend holds certain opinions. He thinks the county 
voters ought not to be disfranchised, and that the suf- 
frage ought to be lowered, but not on the principle of 
uniformity. Has he not seen—after what has taken place 
he might have been perfectly assured of seeing—all his 
opinions adopted? What would be the difficulty supposin 
the principles in the resolution were carried by 4 eal 
majority, and supposing we go into committee?’ 
proposition against disfranchising the county freeholders 
would be supported very extensively on the other side of 
the house, as well as by a large number of gentlemen 
here. The proposition for lowering the borough suffrage 
would obtain very much the same kind of reception. 
The resolution would have the effect of exhibiting the 
sentiments of the House of Commons on this question at 
a disadvantage. I would like to ask my noble friend the 
member for Tiverton what is his view of what has oc- 
curred since he sat down? and I may ask him the more 
confidently because by the rules of the house he can- 
not tell me (loud laughter); but he has an admir- 
able staff around him yet unexhausted, and we may learn 
from them what are the noble lord’s contemplations. 
The noble lord said he should vote for the resolution, 
and he said he would tell what would be the next step, 
which was, that the bill would progress, and that it 
would remain in the same hands. He condemned the 
Government to retain their offices, having in mind, per- 
haps, the historical precedent by which the galley slaves 
were chained to their oars. (laughter). But we have 
been told that the government will not be carried on by 
the same noble lords and hon. gentlemen in case of the 
resolution being carried. We must, therefore, consider 
what else may happen, and we must consider the ques- 
tion, not in the interest of the Government, but in the 
interest of the cause of reform. As res the exist- 
ing Government, or any Government, that is a question 
too small to be put into the balance in comparison with 
the consideration that ought to rule our decision (hear). 
Let me now say a word on the subject of this being a 
hostile act upon the Government. We have recently 
id some fine compliments to the able states- 
manship of Lord Malmesbury. The right honourable 
gentleman the member for the University of Cambridge 
indulged in a brilliant panegyric upon the merits of the 
noble earl. My right hon. friend got warm on the sub- 
ject. I cannot, however, help thinking, without deny- 
ing the noble earl his merits, that those compliments 
were characterized by the colours of friendship rather 
than by the calm criticism of the judicial mind. But of 
all the extraordinary compliments I have ever heard paid 
to a government, none could at all compete with that 
which had been offered to her Majesty’s ministers 
by the hon. member for Beaumaris (Mr. O. Stanley) 
(laughter.) The hon. gentlemen produced his motion 
announcing that he would upon a certain contingency 
which he considered probable, vote a want of confidence 
in her Majesty’s Government (hear, hear.) He gave 
that notice upon one parliamen sitting, and u 
the very next sitting he withdrew it (laughter.) This 
was certainly a very short life for a proposition of that 
t character—

(hear, hear.) In the words, sir, of the same book from

Mr. O. STANLEY explained that he withdrew his no- 
tice of motion of want of confidence in the Ministers, in 
consequence of the statement of the Attorney-General 
for Ireland that they would treat the rejection of the 
bill as a vote of censure. 

Mr. MACAULAY said the object of the bill was to 
give a wide extension of the suffrage to the whole com- 
munity, and it was unfair to discuss it bit by bit. He 
defended the provisions of the bill, and complained that 
the whole debate had been conducted on the part of the 
Opposition for electioneering purposes. The principle 
of the meastire was selection to the privilege of the fran- 
chise ; that of the other side, if anything, was indis- 
criminate admission, without any test whatever of fit- 
ness for its exercise. It was said that as the Govern- 
ment wére in a minority, they had no right to bring in 
a reform bill ; but he asked which of the two or three 
other sections of the house approached in numbers those 
who supported the Government ? 

Mr. MELLOR congratulated the Government on 
having at last found a member who was prepared to 
support the bill. He should vote for the resolution, 
which fairly raised the main questions to be decided. 

Mr. HARDY thought there would be nothing discre- 
ditable in the members on both sides bringing together 
their intelléct and experience in order to prepare a bill 
which would" be satisfactory to the House and to the 
country. The hon. member animad verted severely on the 
course pursued by Mr. Bright, who, he said, having 
tried the country and failed, now wished to bide his time 
in the hope of more effeq; ally carrying out his Ameri- 
canizing principles. 

Mr. J. D. FITZGERALD would remind the hon. and 
learned gentleman that if he and those with whom he 
acted wished to stem the tide of democracy and avoid 
the introduction of American institutions, it was not 
by obstructing the cause of reform, or by bringing for- 
ward a bill that settled nothing, but by meeting the 
wishes of the country and laying on the table a measure 
which the people could safely accept, that they could 
accomplish their object. Again, the hon. and learned 
gentleman, reiterating a statement originally made by 
the Attorney-General for Ireland, had charged the noble 
lord the member for the city with having been one 
of those who consented to the disfranchisement of 
250,000 Irish 40s, frecholders. The hon. and learn- 
ed gentleman was entirely in error in that state- 
ment, which was not only untrue, but. for which 
there was not the shadow of a foundation. (Hear, hear). 
He could not understand how the Attorney-General 
had come to make such a statement, for no farther back 
than last year, when it was proposed to extend the 40s. 
freehold system to Scotland, the right hon. and leamed 
gentleman represented the facts exactly as he had just 
described them to the House. (Hear, hear). Through- 
out the whole of the debate not one gentleman, save the 
occupants of the Treasury benches, had said a word in 
defence of the Bill; even the right hon. member for 
the University of Oxford had condemned every portion of 
it, from the preamble to the last letter, with the single ex- 
ception of the disfranchisement schedule The right hon. 
gentleman had described it as bad in principle, revolution- 
ary in character and most objectionable in detail, and yet he 
called upon the house to forget principle, and to vote 
according to expediency. The right hon. geptleman 
said that it was expedient that the questioh should be 
settled, and therefore he asked them to support a bill 
every principle of which was to be condemned. But he 
(Mr. Fitzgerald) was not prepared to support upon the 
ground of expediency that which he condemned on 
principle. Moreover he questioned the expediency; for 
by adopting a bad bili they only kept up an agitation 
which would continue to disturb the constitution, and 
which, in the end, would enforce them to undo what 
they had done, and to pass a measure, perhaps, which 
might be revolutionary in its character. (Hear; hear.) 
The Government claimed a great deal of credit for intro- 
ducing by means of this bill, the 10/. franchise into coun- 
ties; but he denied that that credit was due to them. 
It was the hon. member for East Surrey, and not the 
Government, who was entitled to credit on that account. 
What the Government had done was by crafty contri- 
vances to defeat the effect of the franchise -by transfer- 
ing the 40s. freeholders from the counties to the boroughs 
and by affording facilities for fagot votes (hear, hear). 
Instead of at once going into committee and struggling 
there for amendments to this bill, which was undefended 
by any one but the Government, it would be, much 
wiser, in the first instance, to adopt the resolution of the 
noble lord, which at least had the effect of laying down 
certain principles. Another point to which he wished 
to call attention was, that up to the p t mo- 
ment the house had not had the slightest indication 
of what were the intentions of Government with 
respect to Ireland and the inference to be drawn 
was that there was to be no Reform Bill for 
Ireland. The Institutions of Ireland were the same as 
those of England, and there ought to be a similar mea- 
for both countries. The Irish members had a right to 
be informed before the present debate concluded whether 
there was to be a Reform Bill for Ireland, and, if so, 
whether the occupation franchise in counties was to be 
reduced to £10. This was a matter of vital importance 
to Irish county members, the number of whose consti- 
tuents would be vastly increased by such a change. He 
also desired to be informed whether the Government 
proposed to make any alteration in the borough occupa- 
tion franchise. In conclusion he expressed his determi- 
nation to vote for the resolution of the noble lord, and 
with respect to the second reading of the Bill his course 
would depend on what steps the Government might 
think fit to take. 

On the motion of Mr. Du Cane the debate was again 
adjourned, after some discussion upon the question of 
adjournment, until Thursday.
